COUNT ONE

department or agency of the United States, namely, the defendant obtained information and records 
pertaining to R.V., an individual, from the Department of Homeland Security and Federal Bureau 
of Investigation. 

In violation of Title 18, United States Code, Sections 1030(a)(2) and 1030(c)(2)(A). 

COUNT TWO 

On or about July 22, 2015, in the Southern District of Texas and within the jurisdiction of
